saints.”—Jude 3b

The saints must have had the faith 
spoken of at some time and now Jude 
is exhorting the brethren to earnestly 
contend for it. Certain men had crept 
in among them and caused their faith 
to fail, but that was no reason why 
they should give up and fail. Jude 
wants them to bestir themselves and 
get back to the faith that once was de- 
livered. 


While Jesus was here on earth He 
said much about His going away and 
sending the Comforter to His disciples. 
After He was resurrected He gave 
many instructions about receiving the 
Holy Ghost. 

On the day of Pentecost when the 
time had fully come for the Holy 
Ghost te be given, about one hundred 
and twenty were in the upper room 
in Jerusalem waiting for the promised 
Comforter. They had been there for 
several days waiting. Jesus had al- 
ready chosen His apostles and they 
were all organized, insomuch that they 
were of one accord. When the Holy 
Ghost was given they all spoke with 
tongues. When it was noised abroad 
the multitudes came and saw and 
heard those Galileans speaking in 
their native tongue wherein they were 
born. Jews were present from all the 
inhabited world and they heard and 
saw the wonderful manifestations of 
the Holy Spirit on those poor un- 
learned disciples. 

Pretty soon the Apostle Peter came 
on the scene and preached a wonder- 
ful sermon. Three thousand were 
brought to the faith. A little later five 
thousand were converted and the 
Scripture tells us the Lord added to 
them daily. There must have been a 
large crowd of them at Jerusalem, and 
they were all of one heart and soul. 
The sick were healed, devils were 
cast out, and many wonderful things 
were done in the name of Jesus. From 
there the Gospel was herald to all the 
inhabited world. The disciples went 
forth preaching and establishing 
churches until it was spoken of as the 
common salvation, only one church 
that believed on Jesus as the Christ. 
They were sanctified, spoke with 
tongues, and were healed by the 
mighty power of God. All this was 
common until certain men erept in 
and caused division and a loss of con- 
fidence which also weakened _— their 
faith. 

We come from Pentecost on down 
to Paul’s day with the church. We 
find there was much trouble and Paul 
made the statement that after his de- 
parture grievous wolves would come 
in, not sparing the flock and men of 
their ownselves would rise up, speak- 
ing great things to draw off a follow- 
ing. All this and much more took 
place in the early church age. Then 
why should we be surprised if such 
things happen today? 

We are surely living near the end 
of the church age. As the church went 
into darkness, we may expect it to 
come out. If all that have received the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost in the past 
twenty years had lived right we would 
be the biggest bunch of protestant 
people in the world. But the devil has 
been on the job and many have made 
shipwreck. We may expect many more 
to do in like manner. The Word of 
God stands sure. It cannot be broken. 
Then we should bestir ourselves and 
earnestly contend for the faith that 
was once delivered unto the saints 
that Jude speaks of as the common 

ation. 
— think we are making great pro- 
gress. Only a few short years ago the 
doctrine of sanctification as a second 
work of grace was foreign to the ma- 
jority of people. The brethren who 
sought and received the experience 
continued to preach and testify of the 
same until it has become very com- 
mon. 

" Divine healing a few years ago was 
very uncommon, but today it is an es- 
tablished doctrine and thousands are 
testifying to the fact that they have 

been healed by the power of God. 


Only a few short years ago this doc- 
trine was new and foreign to the ma- 
jority of us, but now it is common. 
You may come in contact with it in 
most any town or city. A few short 
years ago we had to do our preaching 
under tents or in some old outhouse 
that had been thrown away. We had 
no protection. They would cut the 
tents, rock and egg the houses, and 
many times whip the preacher but 
none of those things hindered us. We 
earnestly contended until now it is @ 
very common doctrine. We have built 
nice church houses and have as much 
protection as any other worshippers. 
Why is it? Because we have earnest- 
ly contended for the faith that was 
once delivered unto the saints and it 
is becoming more common. Then we 
are making great headway in estab 
lishing the former customs and prae- 
tice of the church. 

Some have been discouraged in 
the past because of certain develop- 
ments and some have given up in de- 
spair, but in spite of it all some have 
stood true and are still contending 
for right. God is honoring them with 
His presence. 

When I think of what has been ac- 
complished in the past twenty years 
in bringing back the teachings and 
practice of the early church, it makes 
me glad and I feel like going on and 
more earnestly contending for the 
faith that was once delivered unto the 
saints until it is so common that all 
will hear and know something of the 
power of God to save, sanctify, and 
fill with His Spirit, to heal and keep 
us in this present world, looking for 
His glorious appearing.

Historic Athens 





Athens Fills an Important Place in Bible History

As we steamed up the Bay of Athens 
on the morning of August 5th, the sun 
had just begun to peep over the moun- 
tains. Directly in front of us _ lay 
Piraeus, the port of Athens with its 
two hundrea and sixty thousand peo- 
ple. Athens with its five hundred thou- 
sand lay five miles to the right, and 


through the mist we could see the 
sharp peak of Lykabettus with its 
monastery at the very summit. We 


could only get a dim outline of the 
Acropolis because of the haze. 

It did not seem that we were ap- 
proaching the modern Athens, but the 
Athens of the days of Socrates, the fa- 
ther of philosophy; of Demosthenes, 
the great orator; of the fathers of 
science, literature, art, and drama. 
Last, but by no means least, this was 
the Athens of the days of St. Paul, the 
great missionary. 

Upon landing in Piraeus, we were 
taken by automobile to Athens. Our 
first stop was at Mars’ Hill. It is a 
large stone hill which is ascended by 
steps cut in the stone. It derived its 
name from the Greek God of Mars, 
Aries, from which we also have the 
name Areopagus or part of Aries. 

Just betow Mars’ Hill looking east- 
ward was the Augora or market place 
of Paul’s day. This level stretch of 
land is now built up with homes, but 
has been bought up and the market 
which lies beneath it is soon to be ex- 
cavated. It was in this market that 
Paul disputed daily with those whom 
he met because he saw the city was 
wholly given up to idolatry. It was al- 
so here that the Philosophie Epicurean 
and Stoics encountered him and took 
him to the Areopagus (or court) for 





an examination regarding his doctrine, 
Acts 17:22, 23. It is said that at this 
time a penalty of death was required 





for any who should introduce another 
God. Then what could Paul do in such 
a position? Listen to the way he be- 
gins his speech. “Ye men of Athens, I 
perceive that in all things ye are too 
superstitious. For as I passed by, and 
beheld your devotions, I found an altar 
with this inscription, TO THE UN- 
KNOWN GOD. Whom therefore ye ig- 
norantly worship, him declare I unto 
you.” Acts 17:22, 23. He wished them 
to know that he was bringing no new 
God but merely wished to introduce 
the one which they were ignorantly 
worshipping. As Paul continued his 
discourse, he in all probability looked 
up at the beautiful marble Temples of 
Minerva and Athena when he said, 
“God that made the world and all 
things therein, seeing that he is Lord 
of heaven and earth, dwelleth not in 
temples made with hands.” Acts 17:24. 
This was quite a statement to be made 
to such a people as the Athenians, who 
who were so delighted with their gods 
and the marvelous buildings they had 
built unto them. However, this was 
Paul’s mission, to declare the Lord and 
his Christ, and this- he boldly did. 

It is very interesting to note that 
even though some of the people made 


mock at the sermon of Paul, some 
clave unto him. Among them was 
Dionysius the Areopagite who per- 


haps was one of Paul’s judges in the 
examination. It is a known fact that 
the Areopagites were the judges of 
the Areopagus. 

It is certainly great for one to read 
the sermon of St. Paul, in the light of 
its surroundings. This we did in our 
lesson for the service on Mars’ Hill. It 
seemed almost like hallowed ground 
as we kneeled in prayer. I kneeled be 
side the rock upon which, according

“Though I speak with the tongues of 
men and angels, and have not charity, 
I am become as sounding brass, or a 
linkling cymbal.”

Some people think that giving to 
the poor is ail there is to charity, but 
that is just the first phrase of iv. Peo- 
Dle who have no salvation at all do 
that and that is good but it is far be- 
low the charity spoken of in this chap- 
ter. We may give our bodies to be 
burned (that is strong, isn’t it?) and 
not have the charity Paul is telling us 
about. The heathens do that but that 
aoes no good for Paul says we may do 
that and we are still nothing. So we 
find that it takes charity, the real 
divine, burning love of God, to make 
us anything. 

Well, what is this charity Paul is 
talking about? Verse 4 tells us that 
charity suffereth long and is kind. We 
bear a long time with people who 
speak against us and work against us, 
use their influence against us and try 
to hurt our influence but are we still 
kind? Charity envieth not. When some 
preacher preaches better than we do 
and people honor and praise him more 
than us, do we get envious about it? 
May God help us to see ourselves in 
the light of His definition of charity. 
Some one can pray better than I and 
is more used by God in healing the 
sick, am I envious or jealous? Someone 
can play better than I and is sought 
after more than I, am I envious or 
jealous? Charity vaunteth not itself 
(as the margin has it, is not rash). 
Webster says, act hastily, without tak- 
ing thought as to results; headlong, 
headstrong, foolhardy, hasty, indis- 
creet, heedless, thoughtless. So we see 
we need charity so much. It keeps us 
from getting puffed up and thinking 
we are something when we are not. 
If people speak words of encourage- 
ment we at once begin to swell and 
puff and think too highly of ourselves. 
Doth not behave itself unseemly. 
Webster says, unbecomingly, not fit, 
or becoming, so charity will help us 
to act right, talk right and dress right. 
Charity seeketh not her own. Helps 
us to rejoice when other members of 
the body are honored. 

Charity is not easily provoked. Some 
Say easily is not in the original but 
the translaters put it there to please 
King James, for he got provoked some- 
limes, I den’t know how that was, but 
I don’t believe charity is provoked. 
Charity thinketh no evil, has no evil 
thoughts about any one, gives them 
a chance to prove evil things before 
we think it about them. Charity be- 
lieveth all things. Does that mean we 
are to believe all the lies and false 
doctrines of today? By no means. 
Prove all things py the Word, believe 
that which we find agrees with the 
Bible and hold fast to it for it is good. 

Charity beareth all things. As we 
go through this life we may find 
some things hard to the human to 
bear, but charity will enable us to 
bear them. for He has said He will 
not suffer us to be tempted above that 
we are able to bear but will with the 
temptation make a way for our escape 
that we may be able to bear it, for He 
is faithful.

Historic Athens 


(Continued from page one) 





to archaeologist, St Paul stood in the 
delivery of this sermon, and thanked 
God for a missionary of such undaunt- 
ed courage. 

Our next visit was to the Acropolis. 
This was the upper city which was 
brought to ruins by the Persian Con- 
queror Xerxes and restored by Cimon 
and Pericles in the fourth century 
B. C. to whom we owe the monuments 
we so much admire today. 

We entered the Acropolis by a stair 
case and a sumptuous portal known as 
the Propylaea, built of beautiful Pen- 
telicon marble in 432 B. C. Through 
this portal passed the chariots and 
horsemen and the animals used for 
sacrifices to the goddess Minerva. 

To the right of the Propyiaea on a 
terrace overlooking the who.e _ sur- 
rounding country is the temple of 
Athena Nike, which was a votive of- 
fering to Athena for victory over the 
enemy. It is built of the same material 
as the Propylaea but its columns are 
smaller and are Ionic instead of Doric. 

Back of the Propylaea and just a lit- 
tle to the right is the large structure 
called the Parthenon. It is purely 
Doric in style and its material is like- 
wise marble from the quaries of Pen- 
telicus. It is said that this is the gem 
of Greek architecture. Its dimensions 
are 243 ft. by 111 ft. Originally it con- 
tained 62 large exterior columns and 
36 smaller interior ones. This was 
built by Pericles in the years 436 to 


434 B. C. Part of it was destroyed by 


a powder explosion in 1656 A. D. 

To the right of the Parthenon as one 
faces the Propylaea, is the Erech- 
theum. This was the Temple of Min- 
erva Pallas. On the side facing the Par- 
thenon is a porch whose columns are 
statues and is known as the Carya- 
tides. To say the least, it was another 
wonderful marble structure. 

From the Acropolis we visited, just 
beneath the hill, the Theatre of Bac- 
chus. This stadium required thirty 
years to build it and is said to have 
held thirty thousand people. It was 
here that the masterpieces of Sopho- 
cles, Euripides, Aristophanes, and 
Aeschylus were prayed. All of the 
seats were marble and those around 
the front row had backs to them. They 
were for the nobility. 

The ruins of the Temple of Jupiter 
are very interesting. The building of 
this was begun in 530 B. C. but not 
finished until 180 A. D. by the Em- 
peror Hadrian. This was the largest 
temple in Greece and the second larg- 
est in the world, the largest being that 
of Diana at Ephesus. The massive col- 
umns of the Temple of Jupiter are of 
marble, about seven ft. in diameter 
and sixty ft. high. They are of Corin- 
thian design. The reason for so few 
of these standing is that the Turks 
burned many of them for lime while 
they were in possession of Greece. The 

entrance to this temple is by the Arch 
of Hadrian which still remains in 
good shape. On the side of the arch 
next to the temple appears this 
inscription, “This is the town of Ha- 
drian and not that of Theseus. ” On the 
other side next to the Acropolis was 
the inseription, “This is the town of 
Theseus.” Hadrian nad said that he 
would build a town that surpassed 
that of the Greeks. 

The Temple of Theseus is opposite 
Mars’ Hill from the Acropolis. It is 
the best preserved of any of the an- 
cient buildings. Practically all of the 
marble is still in place and presents a 
beautiful specimen of oriental or an- 
cient Greek architecture. 

One other place of interest in the 
line of ruins is perhaps worthy of 
mention. The .Tower of the Winds 
which was built in an octagon shape. 
U _ it was a sun dial and a weather 

,e and in it was a water clock. Just 
back of it was the old Roman market 
where the Caesars at one time did 
shopping. There is not much of the old 
market remaining now. The modern 
buildings of Greece are of very little 
interest except a few that are built in 
imitation of the old. 

The new Stadium which is built on 
the site of the ancient one was built 
in 1895 and was inaugurated the fol- 
lowing year by the resumption of the 
Olympic games. The only other puild- 
ings noticed by us were the Royal 
Palace, the University of Athens and 
the Museum.
